EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Specification 

1 . The new abstract has been received and is accepted by the Examiner. Therefore, the 
objection to the abstract from the prior office action is herein removed. 

2. The new title has been entered and is acceptable. Therefore, the objection to the title 
from the prior office action is herein removed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 10-13, 19, 21-25, 40, 42-43, and 51 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
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The prior art of record fails to teach a broadcast information transmission method that 
more efficiently uses bandwidth of the channels and more efficiently delivers and receives the 
broadcast information by categorizing the information to be delivered based on individual 
category based on the necessary update frequency of the information or situation or urgency of 
the information wherein the receiver parses such information based on the categorization labels. 
In other words, in the claim language of the applicant, the prior art of record fails to teach an 
information transmission method and system where information to be transmitted by using an 
information transmission line is categorized; said information is transmitted in a timing for 
information transmission predefined for an individual category; said categorization is determined 
by update frequency and or exigency of an information contents; and said categorization is 
defined to be at least: 1) information having a large volume and updated in relatively low 
frequency; 2) information updated more frequently than the information is information in 1, is 
updated; 3) information related to said information in 1 or 2, and or additional information 
changing an information contents more vastly than an information in 1, or 2, and an information 
sent out for broadcasting business; and 4) information of importance having an extremely high 
exigency; and a categorized information is transmitted at a designated timing for each category 
in a broadcast mode. 

Sugita et al. (6,041,124), is exemplary reference from the relevant subclasses cited in the 
last office action. Sugita discusses efficient information provisioning services for mobile 
communications terminals to obtain information of different types form different services. 
Sugita discusses categorizing the information, and transmitting the information with timing 
according to the category. Sugita further discusses the transmission over the wireless 
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transmission medium with timing according to category and the mobile updates the information 
based on category based on whether an update is needed. Sugita however, did not show such a 
system used over a transmission line, therefore, Tsutsui et al. (6,668,158) was used to modify 
Sugita and show it is obvious to one skilled in the art to transmit over a transmit line. 

Therefore, Sugita and Tsutsui do show transmission over a transmission line, with a 
category based on frequency and or exigency; however, fail to teach the same category of 
frequency or exigency as claimed by the applicant. That is, Sugita and Tsutsui fail to teach said 
categorization is determined by update frequency and or exigency of an information contents; 
and said categorization is defined to be at least: 1) information having a large volume and 
updated in relatively low frequency; 2) information updated more frequently than the 
information in category 1, is updated; 3) information related to said information in category 1 or 
2, and or additional information changing an information contents more vastly than an 
information in category 1, or 2, and an information sent out for broadcasting business; and 4) 
information of importance having an extremely high exigency; and a categorized information is 
transmitted at a designated timing for each category in a broadcast mode. 

As a result, claims 10-13, 19, 21-25, 40, 42-43, and 51 are deemed allowable.
